500 more 
tanks 
to Syria

WASHINGTON, — The latest So- 
viet arms deal with Syria calls for 
provision of 500 tanks, almost a 
25 per cent increase In its present 
number, the “Baltimore Sun” re- 

Ported yesterday. 

Quoting U.S. intelligence sources, 
the “Sun” sald that the new arms 
arrangement ig believed to have 
been worked out Jast month during 
Syrian President Assad’s surprise 
visit to Moscow. 

The “Sun” saig that of the 
500 tanks, of the older T-55 type, 
will be made over the next two 
years, 

“The new tank deal could raise 
Syrian armour much closer to parity 
with Israel's and possibly bolster 
Israel's case that even If it gets 
all it 1s asking in arms from 
Washington, there will still likely 
be a widening arms ratlo between 
Arab and Israell forces," the “Sun” 
sald. 

Depending on the number of 
older tanks that the Syrian Army 
retires, the “Sun” quoted Israeli 
officials as saying, the new tank 
dea! could provide Syria with a 
new total of 2,600 tanks in two 
years. The Egyptians are said to 
currently have 2,400 tanks. 

The newspaper said that Israel 
is known to have about 2,800 tanks, 
an increase of some 900 since the 
Yom Kippur War. Israel is current- 
ly seeking an additional 200 tanks 
from the U.S. over a four-yeer 
period, it added.

WALDHEIM ARRIVES HERE TODAY 
Israel to keep talks 
to UNDOF issue, will 


not widen framework

Government leaders intend to 
Keep today’s talks with UN Se- 
cretary-Generai Kort Waldheim 
closely confined to the DUNDOF 
mandate issue, and to gently bat 
firmly rebuff any efforts by Dr. 
Waldheim to imitiate broader- 
ranging diplomatic moves. 

Well-placed sources made this 
position clear last night following 
the weekly Cabinet meeting, at 
which the impending Waldheim 
visit had been discussed. 

Foreign Minister Allon criticized 
Waldheim at the Cabinet for hav- 
ing met with PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat at Damascus. Allon's critical 
statement was later published in 
the official Cabinet communique. 

Mr. Allon will meet the Secret- 
ary-General when he files in from 
Damascus, and the two men will 
mstor together to Jerusalem and 
convene briefly at the Foreign Min- 
istry. They will then proceed to- 
gether to the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice where the main consultaticns 
will be held, with Premier Rabin, 
Defence Minister Peres and other 
top officials taking part. 

Mr. Rabin is expected to stress 
once again that Israe! will not co- 
operate with a committee set up 
by General Assembly resolution to 
oversee the realization of PalestinJan 
Tights. The Premier will reiterate, 
too, that Israel] will not attend the 
Geneva Conference if the PLO Is 
invited as another Assembly 
resolution recently urged. 

The well-placed sources explain- 
ed that Israel had πὸ interest in 
the introduction of a new peace- 
making factor — in this case Dr. 
Waldheim — in the anyway compli- 
cated Middle East situation.

16 HURT, FOUR MISSING 


US. warships collide near Sicily 


GAETA, Italy. —- The U.S. aircraft 
earrier John F. Kennedy ~— one 
of the largest warships in the 
world — and the U.S. guided mis- 
sile cruiser Bellmap collided and 
purned Saturday during night flight 
operations in the Jonlan Sea, near 
Siclly, the U.S. Navy announced 
ee anita were killed, 16 
injured and four were still missing 
last night, according to U.S. Sixth 
Fleet headquarters here. A spokes- 
man sald three of the dead were 
from the Belknap, one from the 
John Β΄. Kennedy and ali the mis- 
sing were Belknap crewmen. The 
Navy did not supply a breakdown 
of the injured. 

The Navy announcement came 
after ships and aircraft mounted a 
search in the choppy and oil- 
blackened Mediterranean east of 
Sicily, 

The collision between the Ken- 
πρᾶν, carrying a crew of 4,500, and 
the Belknap, with a crew of 350 
and half the carrier's size, occurred 
during night flight operations on 


Saturday in what the Navy des- 
eribed as “reduced vist a 
indicating at least a partial black- 
out the mancenvres by the 
seven-vegsel task force. 


Fire broke out on both the Ken- 
πρᾶν and the Belknap. The Navy 
sald it took only 10 minutes to 
douse the flames on the carrier's 
massive flight deck, but the fire 
on the Belknap raged for 22 hours 
before it was brought under control. 
The heavily damaged cruiser was 
taken under tow by the destroyer 
Bordelon, bound for Augusta Bay. 
Sicily, south of Catania. 

Fifty-flve crewmen from the 
Belknap were swept overboard and 
plucked from oil-blackened sea by 
U.S. Navy ships in the area, ac- 
tording to a Navy statement. 

The Italian news agency Ansa 
said five seriously burned men 
were helicoptered shortly after mid- 
night to the Sicilian mainland where 
doctors immediately ordered them 
transported to Naples for specialized 
emergency treatment. 


One of the injured, David Voll- 
mer, said: “We were trapped below 
decks, but fought our way to the 
deck. Ammunition exploded. There 
were terrible fires." 

Citing standard Defence Depart- 
Ment policy, the Navy refused to 
confirm or deny whether either ship 
was carrying nuclear weapons. 

The Navy has given no explana- 
tion for the crash, but Adalra! 
David Bagley, commander-in-chief 
of U.S. naval forces stationed in 
London, has ordered an investige- 
tion. 

A Soviet destroyer was in the 
area at the time of the collision, 
customary practice in the Mediter- 
ranean where units of the Soviet 
and U.S, fleets observe each other's 
movements. During the rescue ope- 
rations, the Soviet destroyer's help 
“was not asked and it did not offer 
any,” a fleet spokesman said. 

Both the Kennedy and the Balk- 
nap are normally based in Norfolk, 
Virginia, and are on assignment 
pow with the Sixth Fleet.

No decision was taken at a 
meeting of the Cabinet yesterday 
on ἃ proposal to establish four 
settlements on the Golan. 

The proposal has been pending 
for about two months: at the time, 
it was passed to the full Cabinet 
for decision at the insistence of 
two prominent Labour doves on the 
Ministerial Settlement Committee, 
Avraham Ofer and Shiomo Rosen. 

At yes 's session, Tourism 
Minister Moshe Kol suggested the 
proposal be adopted in response to 
the terrorist attack in the Golan 
last Thursday. Supporting the idea 
were Labour’s Aharon Yadlin and 
Shiomo Hillel as well as the NRP's 
Raphael and Hammer. But the 
issue was not formally on the 
egenda and discussion was post- 
poned. 

Yitehak Oked reports: 

“[he Zionist answer to the UN 
resolution” is how the ministerial 
committee for settlements describes 
its new, stepped-up programme for 
settlements, apparently for 29 in 
the first stage. 

Five of the settlements will be in 
the Golan Heights. A Kibbutz Ha- 
meuhad movement spokesman said 
yesterday that it planned to estab- 
lish a kibbutz in the Golan, while 
both Kibbutz Hadati and thud Kib- 
Dbutz movement officials said they 
had no plans for kibbutzim in that 
area. The other planned settlements 
are believed to all be moshavim, 
both Histadrut and religious.

No one to replace Rimalt 
as Liberal Party chairman

TEL AVIV. — At the fourth na- 
tional convention of the Liberal 
Party, which opens at the Mann 
Auditorium here tomorrow, Eli- 
melech Rimalt, the party's chair- 
man for the past four years, wi 
announce his retirement. He is 68.

Amendment to 
smooth tax 
exemptions 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

The Finance Minister will be 
authorized to exempt some forms 
of income from income tax under 
an amendment now being discussed 
by the Treasury. 

Under the present law, any 
exemption requires a Knesset law. 
Recently, however, the Treasury 
found some items — such as gains 
from stock —- which are now tax- 
able, although before the reform 
they were tax free. In order to 
avoid changing the law every time 
such an Item is found, officials of- 
fered the amendment, which 
authorizes the Finance Minister to 
grant tax exemptions through re- 
gulations {which need approval by 
the Knesset Finance Committee). 

The amendment also grants exemp- 
tion from income tax for meals at 
places of work, up to ἃ value of 
IL720 per year. This amendment is 
in line with the reform, which 
granted such concessions to low- 
interest loans to employees up to 
the same sum. A similar clause 
exists as to goods and services (up 
to IL720 per year) given by em- 
ployers to their employees.

3,900-YEAR-OLD CLAY TABLET 
Hatzor relic to be returned

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
An unusual fragment of a 3,900- 
year-old Babylonian cunelform 
tablet — found at Tel Hatzor in 
1987 by a New York schoolteacher 
here on his honeymoon and taken 
back home with him — will finally 
return to Israel this week. 
The brown piece of clay, some- 
what larger than a box of matches, 


is inscribed with several limes of 
Babylonian writing, including the 
word “Hatzor.” (Yigael Yadin, in 
his book on the Hatzor digs, wrote 
that the fragment records a litiga- 
tion involving real estate in Hatzor 
and ancther town that was ad- 
judicated by the King of Hatzor.i

@ Work was sometimes awarded 
to contractors without a public 
tender, even for large contracts. 
@ <Amidar apparently sees itself 
as free from the legal obliga- 
tion to obtain building permits from 
the eppropriate townplanning com- 
mittees. The report cites as ex- 
amples hundreds of additions built 
in Beersheba, Dimona and Jerusa- 
Jem, for which plans were not even 
submitted to the city engineers — 
much less approved by the proper 
Planning committees. In some cases, 
Amidar continued to build even 
after legal orders were issued to 
stop work. 
® Many Irregularities occurred in 
Amidar’s dealings witb con- 
tractors — to the latters’ benefit.

After protracted negotiations, the 
finder agreed to surrender the 
tablet fragment on condition that 
he remain anonymous and that all 
charges against him be dropped. 
It was returned last week to Act- 
ing Consul-General Amos Anor in 
New York by District Attorney 
Morgenthau, and will arrive here 
in a few days. It will probably be 
displayed at the Israel Museum 
wher the department's experts 
complete their study of it. 

Prof. Biran asserted that the 
clay fragment was valuable for 
scientific research, not necessarily 
for its monetary worth. It is rare, 
however, to find an antiquity in- 
scribed with the name of the place 
where it was discovered.

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Gov’t ‘inaction’ 
on dealing with 
terror victims 


TEL AVIV. The Government 
has failed to implement a decision 
to transfer the handling of com- 
pensation for civilian victims of 
enemy actions from the National 
insurance Institute to the Defence 
Ministry, 

This was charged yesterday at a 
press conference by actress Hanna 
Marron, chairman of the Orgaaiza- 
tions of Victims of Enemy Actions. 
Miss Marron — who lost a leg in 
a terrorist attack in Munich air- 
port over five years ago — said 
that although the law made no dis- 
tinction between the compensation 
received by soldiera disabled in 
war and civiifans disabled in ter- 
rorist attacks, the Defence Min- 
istry can provide benefits in the 
area of housing and medical treat- 
ment which the National Insurance 
Institute cannot. 

Miss Marron and other speakers 
Pointed out that the Government— 
recognizing the organization's claim 
that in the terrorist war against 
Israel there was no distinction be- 
tween Israeli civilians and soldiers 
— had last year decided to trans- 
fer the handling of civilian cases 
to the ministry. 

This was to have been accom- 
plished by last August; but “for 
some unexplained reason,” nothing 
has been done, they charged.

— The Histadrut Teach- 
ers Union on Friday filed suit 
against the Ministry of Education, 
the latest development in the two- 
year-old dispute over the irregulari- 
ties in the payment of teachers’ 
salaries for the 1973/74 school year.

The union also seeks IL500,000 
in damages, to be divided among 
the teachers inconvenienced by the 
irregularities. 

The dispute developed when the 
ministry switched to different com- 
puters in the autumn of 1973. Many 
teachers recelved advances on their 
salaries instead of full pay. As 
yet, the ministry has been unable

Emotional farewell to Franco ὀ charged this 
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ently quite successful. Then why are Egyptian village people so poor? In this 

instalment from the diary he kept during a recent trip to Egypt, Hebrew Univer- 

sity economist DR. DAVID MORAWETZ says that instead of trying to create 

jobs and raise incomes in the cities, it would surely be better to try to improve 
the standard and quality of life in the villages. 


SEPT. 20, 1975. — The train trip 
from Cairo to Luxor begina at 
7 am., takes 12 hours, and is an 
education in itself. Geography and 
its influence on economics and his- 
tory, the economics of development 
in an over-populated country, tech- 
nology through the ages — they 
are all there for the learning. 

The railway, like the road, fol- 
lows the Nile. A stylized coloured 
map of Egypt would be more or 
less square in shape. It would have 
@ single blue line (the Nile) run- 
ning north-south slightly right of 
centre, a narrow green strip (cul- 
tivated and populated land) paral- 
Yelling it on either side, and yellow 
(desert) everywhere else. 

The Nile valley is astonishingly 
fertile — everything seems to be 
grewing there. Cotton, maize, rice. 
wheat, oil seeds, dates, jute, sugar 
cane, beans, onlons — all are pre- 
sent, and all look as strong and 
healthy ss any crops I have seen. 
The green fields contrast sharply 
with the poverty of the villages. 
The houses are of mud and mud- 
brick, of about the same standard 
as the abandoned refugee camp 
near Jericho. 

Animals and humans provide the 
dominant sources of transport and 


energy; I saw only one tractor, 
travelling 670 kms. Ploughing is 
normally done with a one-prong 


wooden implement tended by a man 
and pulled by two bullocks. Paint- 
ings in the tombs of the nobles in 
Luxor show exactly the same tech- 
nique being used 4,000 years ago. 
Harvesting seems to be done most- 
ly by hand. Bullocks moving in 2 
circle thresh wheat with their feet, 
and the wheat is separated from 
the chaff by throwing it up in the 
air. Corn is removed from the cob 
by band, and ground by human or 
animal power. Donkeys, donkey- 
earts, camels, and the occasional 
truck take goods and people to and 
from the fields. Some people trans- 
port goods on their heads. 


MAN AND BUCKET 


Irrigation techniques also go back 
thousands of years. In one method, 
a man with a bucket transfers 
water from a wide irrigation canal 
to the small channel serving his 
field. He is helped by a rough 
wooden pendulum-like affair which 
makes it easier for him to lift the 
bucket, heavy when full But es- 
sentially there is just a man and a 
bucket, and it takes him hours to 
make any significant progress. 

A more modern technique uses 
animals (bullocks, camels, or water 
buffalo) to turn a metal “water 
wheel” or an -Archimedean -metal 
screw-in-pipe, which performs the 
same task as man-plus-bucket. Still 
More modern is a simple portable 
diesel pump of East Buropean 


make which the government has 
been distributing widely and in- 
expensively, and which appears to 
fo the same job in a fraction of 
the time. 1 did not keep count, but 
I would guess that the man-and- 
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bucket combination was the one 
that I saw most often. 

Nasser’s land reforms were in the 
end apparently quite succeasfil; 
most people appear to own the small 
piece of Jand which they work. Then 
why are people 80 poor? The trouble 
seems to be simply that there is 
not land per person. I 
begin to understand a bit better 
{in the gut rather than in the head) 
why it is so dificult to stop the 
flow of people from villages to 
towns; in the case of Egypt at 
least, it is not so much the lure 
of city lights as a shortage of land 
as things are organized at present. 
Anyone who stays in the village 
mows he will be poor, and maybe 
even hungry, all his life. 

Until recently, a country like 
Egypt has set about developing it- 
Self by industrializing, hoping there- 
by to absorb surplus village popula- 
tion in the towns. But large-scale 
industry does not usually employ 
many people. And for every few 
it employs it disemploys others 

lucing the same ino 
Small urban workshops, while still 
others are attracted from the 
village to the city by the creation 
of more urban jobs. Cairo already 
has seven million people, with sure- 
ly over half a million unemployed. 
How long can this process go on? 

It seems to me, as a two-week 
expert, that the emphasis is wrong. 
Instead of trying to create jobs 
and raise incomes in the cities, it 
would surely be better to try to 
improve the standard and quality 
of life in the villages. Digging more 
irrigation canals to increase the 
area under cultivation, bringing 
electricity to the villages, building 
stronger houses, ing better 
access roads to the fields, improving 
the supply of drinking water — all 
of these are employment.creating 
and income-generating activities 
which would help improve life in 
the and, hopefully, stem the 
flow to the cities. 

Construction and distribution of 
more metal water-wheels (or simple 
pumps) to replace the-man-and-his- 
bucket would immediately generate 
some rural surplus labour. So would 
pooling the land and working it 
communally, or distributing slightly 
improved implements for harvesting, 
threshing, and so on, 

These types of simple implementa 
and machines could easily be pro- 
duced by the hundreds of small 

workshops which already 
exist in the “informal sector" in the 
towns, bri another section of 
the poor into the development pro- 
cess, The government could assure 
that small rather than large pro- 
ducers-provide the goods by giving 
priority in purchases to small enter- 
prises, or to firms which act as 
agents for at least a minimum num. 
ber of subcontractors. The imple- 
ments and machines being simple, 
farmers could easily be shown how 
to repair and maintain them them- 
selves, Or small repair shops might 
grow up in village areas, 85 might 
other small rural industries and

French loan of 
$170m. to aid 
Egypt projects 


CAIRO (UPI). France 
agreed to extend Egypt a loan 
of $170m. to finance projects and 
credit facilities in 1976, the Cairo 
press said yesterday. 

Newspapers said $170m. will go 
to finance five projects at an in- 
terest rate of 3.5 per cent. The re- 
mainder will help finance credit 
facilities for Egyptian importers 
at a rate of 8 per cent. 

The two-part loan, signed on Sa- 
turday, tops this year's allotments 
by $70m. 

The five projects imclude second 
stage construction on the Abukir 
electric power station, telecommu- 
nications facilities, setting up a 
hydrogen producing unit near 
Alexandria and a methylene plant at 
Tanta in the Nile Delta and im- 
provement of civil eir-traffic con- 
trol, the newspapers said. 

The loan will be paid back over 
25 years after a five-year period 
of grace, they said.

Creators of Superman destitute 


NEW YORK (AP). — Jerry Siegel 
ang Joe Shuster were shy, thin 
youths with glasses in 1933 when 
they created the man of steel who 
would become a multi-million dol- 
lar hero: Superman. They are old 
men today, living on pennies, comic 
book memories and hopes that Super- 
man’s owners will t them a 
Pension “‘so we can live in dignity.” 

They have no royalties because 
they signed over their rights to 
Superman in 1938 for $130. 

“We need Superman's help. He 
never forgot the little man,” says 
Shuster, a 61-year-old bachelor who 
lives in an apartment in New York 
and keeps house for his brother. He 
is blind in one eye. 

Shuster first drew Superman, 
gave him his blue suit, red cape, 
and the “S" emblazoned on his 
chest — “for Siegel and Shuster.” 

“The originators of the world’s 
greatest superhero are the victims 
of a crue! injustice which cries 
out to become known and to be re. 
medied,” 
$7,000-a.year mail 
Angeles, 

Siegel conceived Superman, child 
of the planet Krypton, who could 
leap tall buildings at a single bound, 
stop express trains and catch bul- 
lets. 

“We were shy little kids with 
glasses — the kind who read the 
comic book body-building ads," 
Shuster says. “I guess Superman 
was our wish fulfilment. He was 
the greatest hero of all. He was 
everything we weren't and wanted 
to be.” 

They were 17-year-old high school 
students in Cleveland when they 
came up with Superman. For six 
years they tried unsuccessfully to 
sell the idea to publishers who 


says Siegel, also 61, a 
clerk in Las 


thought it was a fantastic loser. 

In 1938 they landed with a small 
comic book company, Detective 
Comics: which paid $130 an episode 
- a 

Siegel and Shuster waged losing 
legal battles for more than 30 years 
with Superman's publishers. They 
won recognition that they created 
Superman, not ownership. 

Heip apparently is on the way. 
Warner Commumications Inc., parent 
company of Superman's National 
Periodicals Inc. says it will help 
the two men who eared the com. 
pany millions. 

“Ive heard of their terrible 
plight,” says Jay Emmett, executive 
vice president of Warner. “I don't 
think we have e legal obligation, 
but we do have a compassionate 
and a moral obligation and we cer- 
tainly will do something. 

LUCRATIVE SPINOFFS 

“I don't know exactly what we 
will do, but probably we will give 
them some annual income, like a 
pension,” he said. “Over the years 
they were paid hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars... They got royal- 
ties, but I don’t know the amount.” 

Siegel and Shuster say they re- 
ceived some newspaper syndication 
money but no royalties from the 
multimillion-dollar comic book 
series, television shows and other 
lucrative spinoffs. They say they 
received only an occasional Christ. 
mas bonus. 

Siegel says that while they work- 
ed on Superman from 1938 to 1948 
they grossed about $200,000 each. 
But “while Superman was earn- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars 
for the owners — comic books, 
newspaper strips, television, radio, a 
Broadway show, toys, costumes, 


everything — the creators got vir- 
tually nothing,” he says. 

The latest blow came when they 
learned that Alexander Selkind wil! 
produce 8. new movie, “Sw _ 

“We don't get a cent, not even 
8 credit line,” Siegel says, “And 
without us, there would be no 
Sy an movie. 

“ don’t think anyone ever creat- 
ed a property that was so success- 
ful — and has had to hang on to 
life by their fingernails.” 

“We signed away the rights for 
$180, the price of a single episode. 
We didn’t even get paid for the 


“We were naive,” 
were told that they would take 
care of us, that as long as Super- 
man made money, we would, too. 

“Most people think we must be 
millionaires,” says Shuster. 

“We admit we have no legal 
claim, All we are asking is a fair 
and equitable pension so we 
spend the rest of our lives in 
Gignity and financial security.”

series and it pains him to see kids 
reading comic books on the man 
of steel. 

“I have mixed feelings,” he says. 
“I am almost physically ill when 
I think of all we lost, yet I'm 
proud that our character, who real- 
ly does stand for good, has been 
an inspiration to American youth.” 

Shuster said that in 1966 he 
stood on the sidewalk on the open- 
ing night of the Broadway musical, 
“Superman.” “I couldn’t afford the 
price of a premiere ticket,” he 
said. “I just huddled out there, 
while the celebrities arrived and 
everyone gawked at them. I couldn’t 
get in to see our own creation.”

Bank of Israel 
moots higher rate 
on directed loans 


Jerusalem Post Economie Reporter 

The Advisory Council of the Bank 
of Israel supports raising 
the interest rate on “directed loans’’ 
to between 15 and 20 per cent, from 
the 12 per cent charged now. 

(The directed loans are issued 
from funds established by the Bank 
of Israel and the commercial banks 
to industrial concerns and exporters, 
at the Government's recommenda- 
tion.) 

Bank of Israel director-general 
Eliezer Sheffer explained that while 
the volume of directed loans in- 
creased by 87 per cent in the past 
year, the volume of exports re- 
mained unchanged. Meanwhile, he 
said, the great proportion of money 
tied up in this form of credit is an 
obstacle to efficient monetary policy.

Inflation is getting out of hand, and both workers 
and businessmen are becoming restive, says 
Economic Editor Moshe Ater, who argues for 
a far-reaching reappraisal of basic concepts — 
of defence and export production, for example. 


Wanted: a 


tough and 


clear economic plan 


Economic planning for the next 
year has been proceeding according 
to the accustomed pattern. 
Ministries have worked out spending 
programmes. The Treasury has 
been duly surprised by the prospec- 
tive deficit. The Bank of Israel has 
expressed alarm at the eventual in- 
flationary effects. 

Now haggling [5 going on concer- 
ning individual ministry budgets, 
and official spokesmen are leaking 
news about impending cuts, dis- 
missals, and other measures. But 
none of it is carried on too earnestly, 
since the decisive tug-of-war is still 
to take place on the labour front and 
in the business quarters. 

Nevertheless, there is some reason 
to expect a more serious approach 
before long, with the country's 
urgent needs taken into account at 
long last. Contrary to official 
protestations, inflation is already 
ting out of hand. Both τα τ και εν κῶς 
and businessmen are getting restive. 
Confidence in the administration is 
fading. National income is declining. 
Prospects for continued foreign aid 
are dim. Rut at the end of 1976, peo- 
ple — and parties — will already be 
preparing for the next elections. By 
then the government will have to 
show that it has a clear plan, and is 
capable of putting it through. 

A plan worth its name cannot, 
however, be produced by compiling 
statistics and partial budgets. It will 
require a far-reaching reappraisal of 
basic concepts, agonizing though the 
process may be, As a matter of fact, 
such a reappraisal has already 
started, and is bound to proceed un- 
der the inexorable pressure of events 
— especially regarding the defence 
effort. There is no need to enlarge 
upon the importance of this item, but 
it is a delusion to think that a 
reassessment of defence expen- 
ditures can be avoided. 

Properly calculated, defence ac- 
counts for almost one fifth of our use 
of local resources, and for about one 
half of our foreign trade deficit. 
Poasible ways to save these huge 
amounts cannot be overlooked.

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But it is not only size that matters. 
Close to one half of Israel's defence 
expenditure is financed by American 
grants and loans, and depends on 
supplies approved or held back by 
the Pentagon. " 

However, reappraisal cannot be 
confined to defence alone. Quite to 
the contrary. Once we know how to 
proceed in that vital field, proper 
consequences ought to be drawn for 


others. If it turns out that our current. 


defence effort, large though it is, is 
not enough for a beleaguered nation 
like Israel, we may have to put our 
entire economy under military 
regime. On the other hand, if there is 
some prospect of reducing defence 
spending, we shall at long last be 
able to start consolidating our un- 
even economic performance so aa to 
reduce Israel's dependence on 
foreign charity. 

According to a widespread view, 
smaller defence spending should 
result in an increase in welfare ser- 
vices. It should also eliminate deficit 
budgets, and the inflation they feed. 
Neither assumption is true, 
however. Inflation can develop in 
countries with next to no military ex- 
penditure — like Britain or Denmark 
—and Israel was affected by it while 
our defence t was relatively 
slight. And welfare, for all its social 
importance, must now be accorded 
lower priority than export expan- 
sion. 

The crucial fact is that, relieved of 
excessive defence spending our 
balance of payments could become 
manageable, and Inflow of foreign 
capital plus larger exports could 
close the foreign trade gap within a 
few years. However, that could be 
achieved only by great exertion, by 
shifting to export production the 
resources presently devoted to 
defence. : 

The strange fact that the Israeli 
economy now combines stagnation, 
even decline, with full employment 
and prosperity, is largely due to the 
unproductive employment provided 
by defence and other public spen- 
ding, and by the resulting purchas- 
ing power (backed by foreign aid).

THE ONLY kind of opening which I 
am happy to attend Is the opening of, 
say. 2 box of chocolates. There's a 
finer class of people who enjoy — or 
pretend to enjoy — openings of art 
exhibitions, music festivals, con- 
ferences, and other cultural events. 
Tt is doubtful whether they really 
enjoy themselves; as is often said, 


coughing between movements and 
speeches. 

How different is the opening of a 
new pastry shop! Here, the lover of 
the meringues glacees chanitilly, the 
baba au rkum, and even the simple 
croissant au beurre turns up because 
of his profound and truly deep-seated 
attachment to the product. Here, 
there is no vestige of hypocrisy or 
social-climbing, for guests at such 
openings are motivated purely by 
piggishness, In [8 most pristine and 
ehildishly innocent form. 

The recent opening of the Tel Aviv 
branch of ‘La Javanaise” did have 
its classy aspect. Practically all of 
the city's French-speaking popula- 
tion seemed to be present, and 
when people are falling all over cach 
other to get at the petits-fours it 
somehow seems more elegant when 
done in French. But the crucial fac- 
tor was the quality of everything in 


sight. The chocolates, pastries, ice-. 


cream (to take out, to eat and drink 
on the premises), are simply very, 
very good. The shop opened in 
Jerusalem the day of the Big 
Devaluation in November 1974, and 
pastry-partial Jerusalemites were 
worried about 115 fate. There was no 
need for concern. Which is in a way 
strange: because in Israel it seems 
so easy to sell very poor food — so 
why should anyone wish to bother 
with excellent quality? 

Amazingly enough, you can even 
be successful when your product is 
@elicious! Those in charge of this 
family business — they are im- 
migrants from Tunisia, and having 
had tea and cakes in cafes In Moroc- 
co. 1 can report that we can learn a 
thing or two from North Africa in this 
department — indicated that part of 
thelr success comes from preparing 
things in small quantities, and in us- 
ing "real" ingredients — real eggs, 
real cream. And then too, you must 
know what you are doing. 

But (comes the cry) ought we to 
wallow in millefeuilles and nougats 
in these parlous times? Ought we not 
follow in the footsteps of our leaders, 
and subsist on olive-pits and cheese- 
rinds? 

Well, one answer might be that it 
costs much, much less to run a 
sweet-tooth in luxury than to run a 
car, or an air-conditioner; it takes 
Jess foreign currency, and pollutes 
nothing but the waistline. 

And the prices, considering 
everything else these days, are not 
so terrible. You can get a bed cup of 
coffee, or tea, with an indifferent 
pastry pily served, for around 
1L10 in any depressing cafe. At ‘La 
Javanaise’’ the most expensive 
pastry is something grand called 
“Saint-Honore," which costs IL6 and 
which I am not yet in a position to 
describe. Most are around IL4 and a 
brioche is 1L2. Mint tea is IL4; ex- 
presso is 11.4.50. (When I 
returned the day after thé opening, a 
price list had not yet been posted out- 
side.) 
~The family scrupulously observes 
kashrut, 80 nobody need worry that, 
for instance, anything but local 
raisins are used. 

The Hebrew side of the specialities 
list is a transliteration of the French, 
with no helpful descriptions: what is 
a “Wanda"? It begins with the 
letter vav, and I am sure is worth 
trying. You will also find, on both 
aides, the universal “Schnek.” I did 
question the “Coussin Rablinique"’ 
(in this case, a bit more explicit: 
“Carit shel Harabi") and learned 
that, in the great wide world, it is 
called “The Pope's Pillow." (This is 
by no means the only first-rate es- 
tablishment in Tel Aviv turning out 
superior pastries and candies, not, 
that there are so many. It is just the 
only one which celebrated an open- 
ing last week.) 

“La Javanaise” in Tel Aviv is in 
Rehov Ybn Gvirol, just south of the 
Municipality; the decor is pure

MUSIC 


A languid 
‘creation’ 


TWO HOURS of Joseph Haydn's 
oratorio “The Creatton,” performed 
by the IPO for Its third subseription 
concert (Tel Aviv, Mann Auditorium, 
Nov. 19), [5 a bit much for anyone to 
take. One can easily admire Haydn's 
symphonies for their amazing 
tion, drama and purity of 
feeling, but “The Creation" is an en- 
tirely different matter, The first and 
second parts are incredibly naive 
nature paintings. while the last part, 
a “love duet" (Adam and Eve), is so 
completely void of emotion that it 
seems to drag on endlessly.

DAVAR (Histadrut) notes that the 
terrorist squad that perpetrated the 
outrage was the second to come from 
Syria in the past two weeks and could 
not possibly have entered Israel 
without the active cooperation of 
senior Syrian military echelons. Tha 
basic elements of Syrian policy, it 
says, are three: creation of tension

THE VIEW opening out from the Old City towards the 
biblical landscape to the southeast is the .most important 
panorama in Jerusalem — a link with the desert, with history, 
with ineffable memories.

in the Administration 


Dr. Kissinger’s staunch defence of Israel’s aid needs in Congress has’ 


given rise to second thoughts among some of his critics. The Post's 
Washington correspondent, Wolf Blitzer, discusses ‘the reassessment’ 


of Kissinger by American supporters of Israel. 


ONE OF ISRAEL'S strongest 
supporters on Capitol Hill, a 
Jewish Congressman who has 
often been quite critical of 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, told me last week: ‘Just 
wait and see. One of these days 
we're going to miss Henry." 
Although he tried to say it haif- 
jokingly, I think he was serious. 

An American Jewish leader 
went further when I related that 
story to him the following day. 
“Of all the Secretaries of State," 
he said, ‘‘Henry Kissinger is the 
best friend Israel has ever dealt 
with. He's the first Secretary of 
State who really understands our 
problems." 

It may sound strange, but 
during the past three weeks, 
since the start of the Congres- 
sional debate on the Foreign aid 
Bill and President Ford's ‘‘Sun- 
day night massacre,"' sup- 
porters of Israel, normally 
suspicious of Kissinger, have 
begun to say nicer things about 
him, for the first time in many 
months. Most of them, however, 
are reluctant to concede in 
public that Kissinger may in fact 
be emerging as Israe)’s number 
one backer in the Ford 
Administration. 

During four separate 
appearances before House and 
Senate Committees on behalf of 
the Administration's proposed 
4.7 billion dollar Foreign Aid 
Bill, which includes 2.24 billion 
dollars in military and economic 
assistance for Israel, Kissinger 
has strongly argued that aid to 
Israel is in the best national 
interests of the United States, 
and not a favour the United 
States does for Israel. 

“If Israel were to collapse as a 
result of armaments supplied by 
the Soviet Union, or as a result of 
armaments supplied by 
anybody," the Secretary told a 
Senate subcommittee last week, 


“it would have the profoundest, 
consequences for the survival of 
democratic governments that 
depend on the United States in 
Many parts of the world. It 
would strengthen all of the 
radical forces in an area on 
which a great deal of our energy 
supply sources depend, and it 
would, therefore, have profound 
consequences for our economy 
and for the future stability of the 
world as a whole.” é 


KISSINGER’S staunch defence 
of Israel's military aid requests 
contrasts sharply with the weak 
case made on behait of Israel by 
other Administration officials. 
Outgoing CIA Director William 
Colby seriously damaged 
Israel's position the other day 
during closed-door testimony 
before the House International 
Relations Committee. Deputy 
Defence Secretary William 
Clements, whose backgroud is 
in the oil industry, was also very 
“‘wishy-washy"’ during public 
hearings. 

Although neither Colby nor 
Clements actually called for a 
reduction in the aid 
recommendations for Israel, 
their statements are believed to 
have encouraged some 
Congressmen who were 
undecided about potential 
reductions in the aid package to 
conclude that 8. 300 million dollar 
or so cut in the assistance for 
Israel would not seriously affect 
the Middie East arms balance. 
At a time of domestic economic 
recession in the United States, it 
does not take much to convince 
Congressmen to cut fundings. 

Sen. Bennett Johnston (D-La.) 
confirmed last Thursday that 
representatives of the CLA and 
the Defence Department 
testified before the Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittee 
on Foreign Operations that 


Israel is already armed at a 
sufficient level, and that the 
arms requested for this year are 
really only an ‘‘added bonus.” 
Kissinger told Johnston that’ 
these intelligence estimates are 
not all that reliable.
